All Summoned to Colors. 

The radical leaders have declared 
they would not order the men back 
to work unless nationalization was 
promised. The government has decid- 
ed to gall to the colors the men of three 
reserve military classes on all roads, 


which wil] ass a 50 per cent service, 
in other words, the feeding of the 
cities. 


There are many indications that the 
next three days will bring a settlement. 


Planes Replace Trains. 
Airplanes, carrying mails and pas- 
sengers will leave Paris tomorrow at, 
10 a. m. for Tours, Bordeaux, and Di- 
jon; for Lyons and Marseilles, and for 
Nancy, Strasbourg and Brussels. The 
planes to be-used are capable of carry- 
ing twelve passengers, in addition to, 
the mails. These services will be con- 
tinued during the railroad strike. | 

The subway and tramway employés 
and the omnibus, cab, and taxicab 
drivers’ unions today adopted in prin- 
ciple a proposal to call a sympathetic 
strike in favor of the railway men, 
provided they are invited’ to do so by 
the general federation of labor, which 
has assumed direction of the railway 
strike. This has caused little toncern. 
The Paris newspapers are unanimous 
in declaring the public absolutely out 
of sympathy with the railroad strike. 
While expressing the hope it soon will 
end, the newspapers say they consider 
it to be the duty of every citizen to 
support the government. 


Public’s Patience “ Worn Out.” 
The Journal des Debats says threats 
of revolution and d.ctatorship by work- 
men’s syndicates have finally worn out 
the public patience. 

In addition to proposals of citizens 
and former soldiers to help break the 
strike, students of engineering and 
similar schools have offered their serv- 
ices to the government for transport 
work. The volunteers number nearly 
3,000 for Paris alone. Several provin- 
cial schools have made similar offers. 
Many of these students volunteered 
during the last subway strike and 
gained some experience in Caeving en- 
gines. 

The price of bread, which ‘was sched, 
uled to advance from 20 to 80 per cent 
tomorrow, will remain stationary, the 
government‘ deciding to postpone the 
increase until March 15.

Hundreds of these people told 
me they will be willing to give their 
lives before they will see Japan remain 
in Siberia. 

So intense is this feeling that the 
civil war is almost forgotten in the 
wave of anti-Japanese hatred. 

Try to Stay. 

‘The great majority of Siberians be 
lieve the Japanese are trying to stay, 
and they are preparing themselves 
spiritually to face what they believe 
the tremendous task of driving the 
Japs from Siberia.

The former president wrote that the

Referring to his visit to Berlin, fol- 
lowing “ delightful” receptions in Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden, the colonel wrote that the 
German authorities and people showed 
him every courtesy and civility, but. 
that, excepting the university folk, 
“they really did not want to see me.” 

An interesting sidelight on Von Tir- 
pitz, then secretary of war, is givgn. 
Von Tirpit# he said, was intensely in- 
terested in the voyage of-the American 
battle fleet around the world, and he 
told the former president that he had 
not believed “ we could ‘do it success- 
fully,” adding that the British naval 
and foreign offices had felt the same 
way. 
“He said he expected Japan would

“T told him,” he wrote, “that I had 
not expected such an attack, but that 
I had thought it possible; in other 
words, that I thought the chances were 
against it, but there was a chance for 
it.

-& grave warning to American manufacturers, 
American retailers, and American labor. Briefly, 
it comes to. this: If the unequal rate of exchange 
continues, American products at their present 
prices’ will be undersold in their héme market by 
European manufacturers, and the European de- 
mand for many American products will cease en- 
tirely. 

European manufacturers, paying labor with their 
own currency, can figure that. labor costs are 
made at least 30 per cent less than American 
labor costs by exchange alone. That is the mini- 
mum. In many cases the discount is more than 
double that. The basic wages also are far less 
than in America. A hasty estimate of European 
-labor costs compared with American costs under 
present. conditions will show European manufac- 

, turers producing at less than half American cost 

} Of production. The estimate is very rough and 
general, but serves to indicate how Europe can 
afford to undersell our own products in the United 
States, ‘A reversal of the figures .shows what a 
‘sandiean American manufacturers are facing in 
European markets. 

In other words, Europe can afford to sell -in 
America but cannot afford to buy from America.- 
European business men are shrewd. They un- 
derstand the situation and are beginning to take 
advantage of it. Necessarily, if they undersell 
American products in America, it will tend to lower } 
prices. If we cannot meet their prices, hundreds 
of our factories will be closed and thousands of 
American workmen will be thrown out of employ.

Mr. Syviom of the state board of health 
investigated very thoroughly and this is 
‘what he found out: On occasions the city 
plant has not been properly operated. 
During the epidemic of 1917 the thickness 
of the filter bed had been reduced. At 
times the water was not chlorinated. It 
happened occasionally that imperféct fil- 
tration and no chlorination came to- 
gether. Result—polluted water and a ty- 
phoid wave, 

The water works were equipped with a 
by-pass so that when the use of water 
was excessive some raw water could be 
run around the filters. It happened that 
days of by-pass water happened to be 
days of no chlorine or insufficient chlo- 
rine. Result—polluted water and another 
typhoid wave. 

Some of the firms supplement the city 
water by water which they pump directly 
from the river and use untreated. This 
supplementary supply is separated from 
the main supply by check valves. Mr. 
Syvlom found no evidence that any of 
these check valves had stuck and per- 
mitted foul) water to enter the city 
Supply. 


However, such an accident is bound to 
occur in time and result in other waves 
of typhoid. Then came another wave 
which could not be charged against the 
city water. This wave Mr. Sywlom at- 
‘tributed to the use of water from the Mc- 
Govern well. In some way this well be- 
came polluted with sewage from a near- 
by building. The neighbors liked the 
taste of the water in that well. They 
got typhoid. 

A man working in a factory 
moderately ill. His physician sent him 
to the country. He became a milker for 
his brother-in-law. The brother-in-law 
was a dairyman selling milk in Moline 
and presently his customers began hav- 
ing typhoid fever. Examination of the 
milker newly arrived from the city 
showed that he had had a mild ‘case of

1. Yes, in many cases. 

2. Yes. Albuminuria may be due to pus or 
blood in the urime or to certain kidney dis 
eases differing somewhat from what is ordi- 
narily known as Bright's disease. 

3. There is a form of chronic Bright's dis- 
ease in which there is not much albumin in 
the urine. At times there is none. 

4. Many persons with Bright's disease live 
comfortable, efficient lives and reach old age. 

5. To test for albumin: Place a half inch 
of clear urine in a test tube. Add twenty 
drops of pure white nitric acid Let the mix- 
ture come to a boil. If albumin is present a 
white cloud or precipitate will appear. To 
test for sugar place one-half inch of Haines’ 
solution in a test tube. Heat to a boil Add 
clear urine drop by drop up to forty drops. 
A yellow or reddish precipitate means sugar. 

6. Albuminuria retinitis with progressive 
dimming of vision is a symptom of a severe 
form of Bright's disease.

Shepherd declared 85 per cent of the 
express employés’ in this district were 
receiving between $107.50 and $119 per 
month, and that the teamsters and 
chauffeurs “ were as bad off” as his 
men. 

“We have whited for the grand lodge 
officers to get something for us, but 
they have done nothing,” Shepherd 
said. “All we got was promises, and 
the men. need the increase of $35 per 
month.

Shepherd told of the movement to 
be undertaken in other cities, and said

The two 
arrived here last night. Knud was 
questioned. 

“That spirit’s a liar,” he declared.

Knud had credentials to show he 
enlisted with the Australians in Aug- 
ust of 1914, as an infantryman, and 
saw service in the Dardanelles. He 
was shell shocked in July of 1915 and 
invalided to London. 

Torpedoed Into Sea Four Times. 

Recovering, he found he was unfit 
for further infantry service, so he 
enlisted in the merchant marine. He 
served successively on five steéamers—! 
transports and ammunition carriers— 
that were sunk by German submarines 
or mines. Torpedo explosions caused 
him to be blown into the water on four 
occasions. 
When the United States entered the 
war he returned here. In May of 1917 
he enlisted in the 53d infantry, United 
States regular army. He was a private 
only fourteen days. His previous mili- 
tary experience caused him to be pro- 
moted to a sergeantcy. 


Cited for Argonne Feat. 
Last night he showed a citation 


and Adjt, F. R. Cogswell of the 53d 
infantry for bravery in action in the 
Argonne on Oct. 4, 1918. The citation 
stated that Knud with “fifty men 
routed a raiding party of 200 men, cap- 
tured fourteen prisoners and killed 
twenty-two men.”
